Mr. Tarum, also an Es- 
tonian, told a six-man jury

tor of the pamphlets. 

Mr. Heine's statements 
were made in the presence 
of | Mr. Tarum's lawyer, 
Donald J. Catalano, Mr. 
Tarum testified. 

Donald A. Keith, counsel 
for Harry Boris Parkrna, 
50, 1 president of the Estoni- 
an] Central Council, and 
Oiev Trass, of the. Universi- 
ty jof Toronto’s engineering 
faculty, made the motion to 
adcl Mr. Heine as a defend- 
ant. 

Mr. Parkma and Mr. 
Trass, who are suing for li- 
bel, claim that In the pam- 



phlets they were attacked 
far being soft on Commu- 
nism and for suppressing 
the truth about a visit to To- 
ronto by Estonian writer 
Rudolph Siege in Septem- 
ber, 1UGI. 

Tiic pamphlets criticized 
the Estonian Centra! 
Council’s reaction to the 
•way certain members nf the 
community feted Mr. Sirge, 
who some Estonians, the 
court was told, believe to be 
a Communist emissary. 

Mr. Parkma, however, 
testified that when the Es- 
tonian council learned that 
a member or iis executive. 
Car! Eerrnc, had enter- 
tained tlie Estonian visitor, 
the council asked for and 
received Mr. Eenne's res- 
ignation. 

The jury was told Mr. 
Tarum had been seen dislri-- 
bating or.c of the three ano- 
nymous bulletins at an Es- 
tonian war veterans meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Tarum denied he was 
the author, implicating Mr. 
Heine as the man responsi- 
ble.

1 terday in a libel action 
brought by two leaders of 
Toronto's Estonian commu- 
nity. 

Ontario Supreme Court 
. Justice W. A. Donohue or- 
: dered a new trial in the li- 
bel action, with Mr. Heine, 
46, being added as a co-de- 
fendant. 

Heine (p r o n o v c e d 
Han’ya) who served in the 
German forces during the 
war, claims to have been an 
ant i-Communist partisan 
leader in Estonia after 1945. 
He came to Canada in 1956 
after release from a Soviet 
prison camp. The CIA 
agent, Juri Itaus,' also an 
• Estonian, accused him in 
' 1963 of being a Soviet agent. 

Harry Boris Parkma, 59, 
president of the Estonian 
Central Council, and Dr. 
Olcv Trass, council secre- 
tary and a University of To- 
ronto professor, claim they 
were libelled in three anon- j 
y m o u s'Eslonian-languagc 
bulletins distributed two 
years ago. 

Defendant Mark Tarum, 
a Toronto lawyer, toid the 
jury last Thursday that , 
Heine admilied to him last, 
week that he wrote, pub- 
: lislicd and distributed the 
-bulletins. , 

Mr. Tarum said bis law- 
yer was present- when 
Heine's statements . were 
made. 1

Heine has charged in the 
U.S. that the . CIA agent 
- called him a Soviet spy, 

Heine, who became a Ca- 
nadian citizen in 1963 and 
lias been free to go back 
and forth across the U.S. 
border, has frequently hern 
denounced by the Commu- 
nist press in. Estonia as a 
“war criminal.” He has a , 
reputation in Toronto as an 




anti-Communlst. 

During his slander action 
before a federal judge in 
Baltimore, the CIA admit- 
led it Instructed ltaus to say 
Heine was despatched to 
America as an agent for the 
Soviet Union and was pos- 
ing as an anti-Communist. 

The case has attracted 
wide international attention 
and ha’s provoked comment 
both in the House of Com- 
mons and (he U.S. Con- 



gress. The CIA Is -seeking !» 
have the action dismissed 
on the ground that it;

Eerik Heine. an Estonian 
oxiln Stlll!g PI' agent 11 1 The 
U.S, Cent rnl Intelligence 
Agency lor $110,000 for Zan- 
der for calling him a .Soviet 
spy, was added yesterday as a 
defendant In an Ontario Su- 
preme Court libel action, 

Mr. Justice ,\V. A. Donohue 
ordered a new trial, with Mr. 
Heine, 46, o! Rcxdale, added 
as defendant, in the action by 
two leaders of Toronto's Es- 
tonian community who were 
attacked in three anonymous 
pamphlets two years ago as 
being soft on communism. 

The trial took a dramatic 
turn on its fourth day when 
defendant Mart Tarum, a To- 
ronto lawyer who is also an 
Estonian, testified Thursday 
before a six-mart jury that Mr. 
Heine admitted -to him last 
week for the first time that he 
was author, publisher and dis- 
tributor of the pamphlets. 

Mr. Tarum said Mr. Heine's 
Jlatements were made In the 
presence of his (Mr. Tarum's) 
lawyer, Donald J. Catalano. 

• A motion to add Mr. Heine 
as defendant was made by 
Donald A. Keith, counsel for 
Harry Boris Parkma, 59, a 
trust company employee, and 
Olav Trass, a University of 
Toronto assistant professor. 
They are suing for defamation 
of character as a rcsult of the 
anonymous pamphlets. 

Mr. Justice Donohue dis- 
charged the Jury, granted Mr. 
Keith's ■ .application and or- 
dered a new trial with Mr. 
Heine and Mr. Tarurq as de- 
fendants. " 




Mr. Keith said at the abort- 
ed trial that the visiting writer 
was Rudolph Sirge. who some 
Estonians In Toronto say 
is sn emissary of the Com- 
munist regime In Estonia. 

.Mr. Keith said his clients al- 
lege they were defamed In 
three anonymous bulletins dis- 
tributed by mail to about 3,000 
Estonian homes In Toronto. 

Mr. Tarum was seen dis- 
tributing copies of the second 
pamphlet to a meeting of an 
Eslnnl.in war veteran,' group, 
the Jury was told. 

Under questioning by Mr. 
Catalano, Mr. Tarum testified 
• that he did not know In 1964 or 
1965 who was responsible (or 
the pamphlets. 

"Do you know now who Is 
responsible?" the lawyer 
asked him. 

"Yes ... I found out last 
Tuesday in your office," Mr. 
Tarum testified. 'He said Mr. 
Heine volunteered at that time 
that he was the author, pub- 
lisher and distributor of the 
pamphlets. 

■ Mr. Tarum said it was his 
first indication of this and the 
information was given in his 
presence by Mr. Heine to Mr. 
Catalano. 

Mr. Parkma had testified 
that when it was learned that 
Carl Eerme had entertained 
Sirge ata. party in September, 
1964, with other Estonians, the 
.executive of the Estonian Cen- 
tral Council asked for and re- 
ceived Eevmc’s resignation 
from the executive. 

Mr. Parkma said Eerme 
was director of the cultural 
archives for the Estonian 
community in the Toronto 
area.
